BANK OF CYPRUS : A HUNDRED YEARS AHEAD 


VERYBODY involved 
with soccer in Australia is 
excited with the way that 
this year's inaugural 
Ericsson Cup has taken off - and 
Cup General manager Peter 
Russell is no exception. 

"I'm very pleased with the 
attendance figures so far," says 
Russell. 

"The extended season seems to 
have been well received by just 
about everybody in the game. 

"| think that you would have to see 
it all as a success - so far.” 

Russell's caution is recognition 
that there is still a long, long way to 
go until the game achieves its 
ultimate potential as Australia’s 
number one footballing code, but it 
is nevertheless looking very good. 

Once again, however, changes to 
the league format are on the 
horizon and the word is that the 
Ericsson Cup WILL be increased to 
fourteen, or even sixteen, teams in 
time for next season's kick off. 

Russell couldn't confirm any 
plans for next season with the 
SoccerOZ board still to wade their 
way through the record number of 
applications. 

But he did give a hint when he 
talked about the possible number of 
games to be played. 

"if the league competition, the 
Ericsson Cup, is expanded," he 
said, "| couldn't see three phases 
being played. 

"Kt is more likely that two will be 
played and the Johnnie Walker Cup 
will be played in an expanded 
format." 

That would likely see the Johnnie 
Walker Cup played as a regional 
mini-league before going into the

later knock-out stages. 

Russell has long held the 
ambition to see the State League 
clubs added to the competition and 
with the early start, and early finish, 
of the major State Leagues it might 
well be that next season sees the 
start of this. 

The revamping of the State / 
National League schedules might 
also be a precursor to a system of 
automatic promotion and relegation 
from the Ericsson Cup, another 
contentious point in the game. 

Much of the speculation about 
just WHO will play in the league 
next season will also be answered 
shortly when the new teams are 
announced. 

With the existing twelve looking 
likely to keep their places you 
would have to add the certainties 
Perth to the probables of 
Melbourne Warriors (Heidelberg 
United) or Melbourne Zebras. 

The re-inclusion of another 
Melbourne based club would 
restore the imbalance between 
Sydney and Melbourne, always a 
topical point with NSL power 
brokers. 

The interest from outside the 
traditional scope of the game is also 
a talking point with the hot rumour 


going the rounds that Parramatta 
Eagles have done a deal with 
Parramatta Rugby League club. 

That would probably see the 
Eagles play out of Parramatta 
Stadium, a venue that Soccer Oz 
would find hard to knock back. 

The rumoured Aussie Rules and 
Brisbane Rugby League interest is 
unlikely to be treated seriously — it 
certainly isn't by the fans who just 
see it as another media beat-up. 

But the real spanner in the works 
is the entry from Auckland. 

Chairman David Hill has been 
keen to get a Kiwi team in but it is 
hard to see how their entry could be 
at the expense of an Aussie team, 
especially with so much interest 
being shown. 

That might just indicate that the 
Ericsson Cup will leap to 16 teams 
which, if played in two phases on a 
home and away basis, would give 
each club thirty home games. 

Add in another three likely 
Johnnie Walker Cup homers and 
then the knockout stages and 
Ericsson Top Six and it seems that 
we can look forward to an even 
bigger season next year — and that 
is great news for South Melboume 
fans.
